DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Southampton architect Eric Woodward was on 
the Subway on Thursday with Ron Lauder headed 
toward Shinnecock Hills from Southampton.

DELAY AT BRIDGEHAMPTON 

At 3 p.m. on Friday, an eastbound train stopped 
at the Bridgehampton Station would not restart.

Camilla 
Genovese, who was driving by the man’s 
property at the time these events took place, 
furnished some more details. “He was dressed 
like you would to do yard work, and he pointed 
the leaf blower straight toward the ground as 
he pulled the cord to start it up,” Genovese 
said.

Barriers in Montauk, Wainscott, East Quogue & Sag Harbor

ince the English settlers first came to the 

Hamptons in 1640, the residents have had 
their beach rights protected, in common, by 
a series of laws. The laws, decreed by the 
Governor of New York on behalf of King Charles 
I of England, declared that forevermore the 
residents of each of the East End towns would 
be entitled to fish, traverse upon, work upon 
and have access to the entire length of ocean in 
the community. They would also have the right 
to access and work in the bays, the harbors 
and ponds. The strongest of these laws was 
the Dongan Patent issued in 1686. Each town 
would elect “trustees” to enforce these rights. 
And up until today, the towns of East Hampton, 
Southampton and Southold have offices for 
these trustees separate and distinct from the 
offices of town council members and other 


town officials to protect these beach, wetland 
and bay bottom rights of the local residents. 
Over the centuries, challenges to the powers 
of the trustees have been filed, mostly by, in my 
opinion, selfish individuals with beach houses 


who want to wall-off the beach to have it for 


themselves. For the most part, these challenges 
have been dismissed. 

Now, it seems, what lawyers cannot do is 
being done by the planet itself. Whether you 
believe that climate change has been caused 
by careless human behavior, by a temporary 
atmospheric fluctuation or by God himself, 
there is now no doubt that the temperatures 
are going up, the ice caps are melting and 
the seas are rising. The result is flooding, the 
loss of beach and the increased assault on 
oceanfront residences and other institutions. 
The trustees now are being forced to rethink 
what needs to be done. 


The current question is not who owns the 
beach but whether there will be a beach in the 


‘future with sand dunes to protect the land. 


During the last 10 years, the trustees have 
begun to bend their rules to keep flooding 
catastrophes from happening. Hard structures— 
boulders, concrete walls, revetments and 
jetties—are still against the rules, but more of 
what used to be considered hard structures are 
now going by less draconian names and allowed 
on a “temporary” basis. And all indications are 
that the seas are going to continue to rise. 
As a result, temporary might soon be parsed 
between short-term temporary and long-term 
temporary, also known as permanent. 

As a result of this, I called officials in both 
East Hampton and Southampton to put together 
a survey of just what measures have been taken 
in recent years to hold off the sea for now. 

Certainly the largest (Cont'd on next page) 
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of the projects is a massive six-mile-long 
dune-replenishment program extending from 
Town Line Road separating Wainscott from 
Sagaponack all the way to Mecox Bay. Along this 
oceanfront beach, residents with oceanfront 
homes have banded together to create a 
$24 million beach protection real estate tax 
district. Administered by Southampton Town, 
these wealthy homeowners are paying to 
have huge amounts of sand dredged from 
offshore to be placed in front of their homes to 
protect them. It’s a real case of those wishing 
to have something paying for it. And it has been 
quite a success. 

The second largest project is the underground 
oceanfront sandbag seawall that has been 
constructed for the mile and a half of beach 
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running along the ocean bordering the entire 
stretch of beachfront in downtown Montauk. 

The dunes along this stretch have been 
carved away for years by the ever-increasing 
action of the raging ocean surf. Three years ago, 
during a high tide, the sea broke through the 
existing dunes and began to flood downtown 
It would have completely inundated the 
downtown of Montauk if bulldozers and trucks © 
had not arrived on an emergency basis to 
plug the holes with huge quantities of sand 
soon after the breach began. Now, as the 
next step, an underground sandbag barrier has 
been placed—a “temporary” structure—and, 
covered by tons of sand and acres of beach 
grass, it has resulted in the restoration of the 
dunes the sea has washed away. : 
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Also in Montauk, the pounding of the sea 
some years ago stripped away many of the 
boulders that protected the cliff face upon 
which sits the Montauk Lighthouse. A new 
necklace of boulders was put in and is there 
now. (Surfers objected but in the end saw the 
necessity of it.) 


As the waters rise and the lakes, 
ponds and harbors flood, there 
will be more and more wetlands 
under their jurisdiction. 


At the Culloden Shores beach to the west 
of the Montauk Jetty, an erosion situation 
due to the rising sea has caused damage 
that has endangered numerous private homes 
there. A new project has been proposed, 
which, if approved, will have sand dredged 
from between the two jetties removed 
and brought the necessary few hundred 
yards to strengthen the beach in front 
of Culloden. 

In Napeague at Lazy Point on the north 
shore, a program is getting underway where the 
State of New York has approved a $10 million 
fund to buy some of the small fishing shacks 
along the shore there and tear them down. It’s 
a voluntary program, and those who choose 
to do so can use the money to either abandon 
Lazy Point or buy houses further inland, 
away from the shoreline, which is so vulnerable 
to flood. 

The beach pavilion used by _ the 
Georgica Association along their oceanfront 
in Wainscott has become vulnerable to 
rising surf. Last month, the residents of that 
community got trustee approval to pay to 
truck over sand from a Sagg Pond 
dredging operation. 

More sand dunes and revetments are going 
to be needed to save the St. Andrews Dune 
Church in Southampton. Other applications 
for dunes, revetments and sandbags have 
been approved to protect homes all along the 
ocean, in vulnerable places such as Wainscott, 
Georgica Beach, Southampton Village and on 
Dune Road. A plan is currently being discussed 
to raise up the entire five-mile length of Dune 
Road two feet between the Ponquogue Bridge 
and East Quogue. It’s not yet been approved, 
but as time goes by, there will be more and 
more urgency to it. 

Sag Harbor knows it is going to soon 
have to deal with the flooding that 
sometimes overwhelms the parking lot in back 
of Main Street on the side where the movie 
theater is. 

The trustees soldier on. Ironically, as 
the waters rise and the lakes, ponds and 
harbors flood, there will be more and 
more wetlands that come_ under their 
jurisdiction. At the same time, however, they 
are going to have to continue to deal with 
the ever-increasing cries for help from 
homeowners and_ public officials who 
need waterfront structures protected in the 
years to come. 

Someone once said the Lord giveth and 
the Lord taketh away. Well, it’s happening, 
and sooner than we might have thought. §&

Friend or Food? 


Regarding East End Deer, the Needle Moves Toward Food

he State of New York last week changed the 

rules on how humans relate to deer in this 
state. As you know, how we treat deer these 
days is unclear. Some think them a nuisance. 
Others think of them as creatures that, if 
injured, we’d like to help out. And still others 
think of them as food. 

The change in the rules consists of how we 
help out a deer. There are numerous wildlife 
rescue and rehabilitation centers in the state— 
there’s one in Hampton Bays—and they take in 
seals, snakes, deer, birds, foxes, raccoons and 
wild turkeys, and they can keep them until they 
get better before sending them back out into 
the wild, or they can keep them and never make 
them go back out into the wild, if they feel the 
creature wouldn’t survive long. 

A particular example of this happened in 
Hampton Bays, where a small deer repeatedly 
kept showing up at the Shinnecock Canal to be 
petted and handled. After the authorities finally 
got her rounded up, a physical examination 
revealed she took a bullet in the head that 
seems to have damaged her fight or flight 
mechanism. So she hasn’t been released yet. 
She’d have been done in pretty quick if they 
did that, so she has been a resident at the 
Wildlife Center. 

Wildlife rehabilitation centers will encounter 
the new rule when they go to renew their annual 
license. If people call up to report a deer with a 
limp, they are to say leave it alone. Don’t bring 


it in. It’s part of nature. Too bad for the deer 
with a limp. It won’t last long. Not our problem. 

There are minor exceptions. For example, 
if a deer is stuck in a fence or caught in some 
underbrush, the wildlife center can send out a 
truck to help set it free. Or if a deer has a minor 
injury that might be treated briefly, the center 
can send out a truck with some medicine and 
a Band-Aid. They can even send out a truck for 
a deer if the injury can be treated back at the 
center briefly. But after that brief time, it’s back 
out into the wild for you. There’s no more long- 
term care for deer. It’s a dog-eat-dog world out 
there. Get used to it. 

I think the new deer rule marks a swing 
of the pendulum toward a hardening of 
the heart toward deer. Away from the 
pet category. Toward the food category. In 
this politically charged season, you might 
say it’s a move toward Republican 
Conservative Laissez-faire philosophy and 
away from the Democratic Bleeding Heart 
Liberal philosophy. 

The wildlife sanctuaries are upset about this 
new rule, as you might imagine. 

Personally, I think we are also seeing changes 
in the behavior of our local deer. Have you 
noticed it? In years gone by, if you were driving 
down the road and a deer was in the road, 
they’d look at you funny and just stand there. 
Or they might run off, or maybe they’d come 
from off the road into the road, or onto your 
hood or into the side of your car. No telling 
what they might do. 


Today, many look up, decide you’re a car, 
and run off without being hit. They seem 
to have developed a learning curve. Maybe 
I'm wrong, but I'd bet that, statistically, fewer 
of them are being hit by cars these days.

“It’s 
a gorgeous little jewel of a theater, with a very 
smart comedy audience. And very well dressed. 
And handsome. And pretty. How am | doing?” 
Comedian, writer, and sought-after national 
anthem singer, Boosler is sure to deliver lots of 
laughter and love to her Long Island audience.

“We help the smallest, neediest animal 
rescuers all across the country. We’ve saved

Boosler doesn’t stop there: In 2013 she 
wrote a musical and spoken-word piece called 
“Rescue, A True Story,” which will make 
its world premiere with the Glendale 
Philharmonic Orchestra. : 

“If you think of Peter and the Wolf, there’s a 
narrator telling a story, and then the music. | 
wrote the story, a wonderful composer wrote 
the music afterwards. Since so much of my life 
-is about animal rescue, I always look for ways 
to involve people in thinking about animals in a 
good way.” 

Boosler has spent her 40-year career 
appearing on shows involving comedy, politics 
or animal issues.

KF or Hamptonites who want to take 
a breather before the craziness of the 
summer season hits, Joshua Radin provides the 
perfect opportunity. The breezy, cool singer/ 
songwriter comes to the Westhampton Beach 
Performing Arts Center (WHBPAC) on May 6 for 
a solo acoustic show. “The show will be me and 
a guitar,” says Radin. “When I write new songs, 
I sit in a living room on my couch. That’s the 
feeling I’m going for.”

“What works best for me [in songwriting] is 
living my life, and every now and then a melody 
pops into my head,” says Radin. “Sometimes, I'll 
be sitting around late at night watching a movie, 
and I'll throw it on mute. I’ll watch the images, 
and sometimes it will inspire something.” 
Melodies pop into Radin’s head while he’s 
walking around Los Angeles, where the Ohio 
native currently lives, or while hiking. He starts 
humming a tune, occasionally recording it on 
his phone to preserve it and soon pairs song 
lyrics with the melody. “[The lyrics are] things 
I'm almost scared to tell people, or to tell 
myself,” he says of the songs. 

Radin has toured extensively, but hadn’t 
done a solo show until recently. “[At first], I 
couldn’t really fathom sitting with a guitar by 
myself and carrying a whole show,” he says. 
As he grew more comfortable, he would play 
half of the shows acoustically, but it wasn’t 
until this past summer, when Radin was in Italy 
and none of his bandmates could make a show, 
that he played an entire show on his own. “The 
crowd came up to me after the show and said, 
‘why don’t you do more of this,” recalls Radin. 
“It was so intimate, and I was so at ease during 
the show—just being able to tell any story I 
wanted and not adhering to a set list.” 

Radin decided to devote his next tour to solo

sets. “I feel like I’m growing up a lot, as an artist 
and as a performer. It’s sort of a challenge.” The 
Westhampton Beach show will be a mixture 
of Radin’s entire body of work, and the solo 
nature of the performance means that he can 
play off of the audience, telling stories and 
choosing songs on a whim without having to 
worry about if the band will be able to follow. 
“I like to keep it very loose,” he says of the 
performance. “I like to talk to the crowd.” @&

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Beautiful Bulbs for Now and for Later

Instant gratification is all well 
and good; but sometimes a 
little foresight makes the wait 
worth it. It’s never too early 
to begin planning your fall 
bulb planting. The catalogues 
are arriving now—I always 
order from Brent and Becky’s 
(brentandbeckysbulbs.com). 
You can search for bulbs 
based on the Plant Hardiness 
Zone where your garden’s 
located. Long Island and New York State generally 
fall within Zone 7, which is perfect for gladiola, aster, 
allium and anemone, among others. 

My reward for fencing in the back yard is that I get 
to plant tulips. Deer love them, and there’s nothing 
sadder than seeing the bloom-less stems, naked and 
shivering in the cool morning air after deer have 
raided your garden the night before. Darwin types 
are the most reliable and, to me at least, they are 
the quintessential tulip: large oval-shaped buds with 
thick, velvety petals in an assortment of rich colors. 
They grow tall and fragrant. I’ve worked in several 
circumstances where tulips are used as annuals— 
removed after blooming to insure the next planting 
will be spectacular. You can try your perennial 
luck with the equally gorgeous Fosteriana (petals 
have scalloped edges) and specious (smaller bloom, 
pointed petals) varieties.

GARDEN 


One of the first signs of spring 
is the colorful cup-shaped flowers 
and dark green, spiky leaves of 
crocuses pushing up through the 
grass. Crocus tommasinianus, 
also called the woodland crocus, 
early crocus, or snow crocus, 
can withstand cold temperatures 
as well as marauding squirrels 
searching for edibles after the long 
winter. There’s also a fall-blooming 
variety of crocus I’m thinking of 
planting this year. And, of course, 
crocus Sativus, the original saffron 
crocus from whence, yes, saffron 
is derived. 

You might try your luck with 
alliums. Deer are not fond of them, 
always a bonus. The stems are 
thick and straight, topped with a 


ball of multiple purple or white Bulbs bring beautiful flowers 


flowers. The architectural quality 

of the plants makes them ideally suited for borders. 
Do let yourself buy at least one allium shubertii and 
be prepared for the amazing blooms that resemble 
exploding fireworks! 

Something to consider when planning your 
garden is the bloom schedule of each species of 
plant. Camassia are not used nearly enough and 
are perfect for a pop of late-spring. color. 
They’re also called camas lily, wild hyacinth 
and Indian lily. 


Another of my favorites in the 
hyacinth family is the hyacinth 
non-scripta, or the English bluebell. 
These are stems (averaging 12” 
in height) of dangling bell-shaped 
flowers with a wonderful sweet, 
clean smell. They thrive in the 
shade and will form a thick carpet 
of plants if left to grow naturally. _ 

Let’s not forget the _ lily! 
Martagon lilies, though they may 
take a season to settle in to their 
new home, are well worth it. 
Delicate stems of multiple graceful 
flowers, which come in a variety 
of rich colors, from yellows and 

| . oranges to burgundies and pinks. 
£ The Pink Perfection lily has the 
% quintessential lily shape: large, 
| £ trumpet blooms with deep cups, 
and petals ranging from the dusky 
shades of a sunset to the fiery hues 
of a sunrise. 

With summer approaching, it can be hard to look 
ahead to the colder months of the fall when it’s an 
ideal time for planting bulbs. Make your list now 
and imagine the reward of seeing all these beautiful 
blooms next spring. @&
